The objects and purposes of the Corps shall be to promote the prin- 
ciples set forth in the Preamble, 


ARTICLE 3 


Organization 


State Headguarters: State Headquarters of the Corps shall be maintained 
in Portland, Oregon, 


ARTILE 4 


Unit Headquarters; Unit Headquarters shall be maintained in the city 
or town where individual units are formed and only after approval by 
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the State Headquarters Board (charter suggested). 
ARTICLE4 


Nature 


Section 1 -- Civilian Organization: 

This Corps is a civilian organization until such time as a change in 
status is deemed necessary for the purpose of giving greater service 
to our country, Rank does exist, however, and every member should be 
addressed by her official title in any meeting, at any time when in 


uniform and when on duty. 


Section 2 ~~ Non-Political: 

This Corps shall be absolutely non-political and shall not be used for 
the dissemination of partisan principles or for the promotion of the 
candidacy of any person seeking office or ferferment, 


Section 3 ~~ Citizenship Duty: 
Each member of this Corps mus® perform her full duty as a citizen and 


cannot be a member of, or active in, any subversive group whatsoever, 


ARTICLE 5 


Membershi 


Section 1l-~ Eligibility: 
Any woman, 18 years of age or over, who is a citizen of the United 


States, and who presents reasonable personal appearance, and is 
physically sound and mentally competent, and good moral character, 
shall be considered eligible for appointment to this organization, 


Section 2 -- Evidences of Eligibility: 
Evidences of eligibility shall be furnished by each applicant, This 


evidence shallbe as follows: Birth Certificate, or recognized 
affidavit as proof; one identification photograph: two sets fo finger 
prints, and character references, 


Section 3: 
The final right to either reject or accept an applicant shall rest 
with the Board of Officers of the Unit involved, 


Section 4: 

In case an applicant is accepted, at the end of 30 days all other 
matters being satisfactory, she must pass an examination as regards 
to Constitution and Rules and Regulations, 


Section 5: 
There shall be no other form or class of membership other than active 
membership, 


Section 6: 
Membership may be in one Unit only. However, transfer between Units 
is permissable, if the transferee is in good standing, 


Section 7; 
A member once expelled from the Corps may not again br aligible for 
membership, 
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ARTICLE 6 
Officers 


Section 1: 

The ranking officer of the Oregon Women's Ambulance Corps shall have 
the title of Colonel, In this capacity the Colonel shall act as Co- 
ordinator among her various Portland Unit officers and the various 
State Units, and be recognized as State Commander, subject topolicy 
determined by State Headquarters Board, 

Officers of the Corps shall be appointed by the Commander Officer of 
the Corps upon recommendation of the State Board from names submitted 
to $he State Board by the Unit Commanders, 


Section 2: Clarification of the térms "State Board" and "Unit Board", 
The State Board of @fficers shall consist of the Commissioned Officers 
of each State Unit, 


Unit Boards shall consist of Officers of each local State Unit, 


Section 3: Duties of Various Boards: 

The State Board shall meet once each month to pass on matters as prtain 
to State activities at large, The Unit Boards shall meet at least once 
each two weeks and take action on matters pertaining to their individual 
Unit and local problems, so long as this action is not in conflict with 
established policies fo the State Board, and keep the State Boardinformed 
by means of monthly reports, in writing as to progress of training and 
financial status, 


section 4; Non-Commissioned Officers: 

The number of members in a Unit regulates the number of Non-commissioned 
officers of the different grades in that Unit, The Unit Board will 
appoint all Company Non~commissioned Officers on the basis of proven 
ability and adaptibility to the position in’ question upon the recom- 
mendations of the Company Commender, Non=commissioned Officers assigned 
to Headquarters of the Corps will be upon recommendation of the Com- 
mending Officer of the State and the approval of the Unit Board, — 


ARTICLE 7 
Advisors 


The State Board shall appoint three male advisors in the following 
capacities: 1. Educational Advisor 

2. Military Advisor 

3. Corps Board Advisor 
At any time it appears necessary the Coordinator may seek advice of 
eny qualified person or persons, who by reason of training or pro- 
fession, are qualified to give counsel, 


ARTICLE 8 


Dues 


Section 1: 


Dues shall be fixed by individual Units, One-fifth of the monthly 
dues shall be apportioned and forwarded to State Headquarters for 
maintenance, 


ARTICLE 9 
Any officer who resigns may not be reinstated in the erede held at 
time of resignation, but may be enlisted in the grade of Private 
upon action of the proper Officer's Board on an appliestion sub-

ARTICLE 10 


Amendments 


Section 1: 

Amendments to the Constitution may be made at any regularly called 
meetings of the State Board,

shall constitute a voting majority.
